George D. Roberts, ot I the postal 
telegraph 


company, appeared before the house committee 
"on post ojffices and post roads today and made 
an argument in support of the proposition of 
that company to enter into a contract with the 
government for telegraphic service. Bepresent- 
ative Budd, of California, also appeared and 
argued that the proposed contract of the postal 
telegraph company was defective in f nrm and 
substance. It was a trick of the Mackay com 
pany and was introduced fcr the sole purpose of 
preventing the passage of the Suraner bill estab- 
lishing a government postal telegraph. This 
company^ proposed to prevent government action 
on postal telegraphy for ten year*, and yet it was 
only bound to transmit at the proposed rates in 
free delivery cities, and could gouge the smaller 
places if it chose. For seven years the people 
west of the Mississippi were to suffer under the 
existing exorbitant rates, i is the company was 
not to build west of there for that period. The 
proposition plainly put, is to kill the Sumner 
postal telegraph bill and tc throw away a privi- 
lege worth forty millions in order to stop the 
postal telegraph relief for I en years and aid this 
corporation in forming a consolidation with the 
old ones or purchase their lines and rights, 
against tne transfer of which the bill does not 
provide. |

It is a question of vital interest to us. and no 
small interest to your city, as settlement of this 
regioa, directly tributary to you is greatly re 
tarded by the existing law requiring double 
m'nimnm price for government lands, within 
forty miles of either side of the] Northern Pa- 
cific Railway. 


Tbe non grant roads of southern Dakota who 


are feeders for Chicago, have this advantage o£ 
$1.25 per acre over north Dakota, which is trib- 
utary to St. Paul and Minneapolis in settling 
lands along their lines of road. It is a mani- 
fest imposition upon the settler, who either 
from choice or compulsion settles within rail- 
road limits. It is wrong in principle and erron- 
eous in theory. The government claims to GIVE 
to the railroad every other section of land, but 
immediately doubles the price of the remain- 
ing sections, which those in search of cheap 
homes are earnestly invited to take, thus com- 
pelling those who do so and who are generally 
poor people in search of cheap homes, to pay 
for an adjacent piece of equal size which the 
government has ostensibly given to theraii- 
road.

X FOR DAKOTA. 


It was believed by those who visited 


Wabhington this winter and by the peo- 
ple of the territory that the bill creating 
two additional judiciary districts, in Da- 
kota and authorizing1 the appointment 
of judges therefore would become a law. 
It is a just measure, demanded alike, by 
the people in all parts of the territory 
and ought to have received favorable 
consideration. 
The new districts were to 


be carved out of the second, Judge Ed-' 
gerton's, and the third Judge Hudson. 
The judges are overworked now and the 
court business will increase one fourth 
during this year. It is a physical impos- 
sibility for Judge Hudson to hold the 
terms of court and discharge the other 
official duties devolving upon him. All 
this was well known to the senate judi- 
ciary committee, therefore its adverce 
report and the indefinite 
postponement 


of the bill is a source of much surprise 
to many, especially in view of the fact 
that on, the previous day the, home ju- 
diciary committee unanimously reported 
favorably a b'ill identical with that de- 
feated in the senate. 


What is the significance of these simi- 


lar reports from a republican senate and 
a democratic house. We think the solu- 
tion is easj. The senate committee is 
strongly republican and its action is 
in furtherance of the well known policy 
of a majority of that party—namly the 
division of the territory and the speedy 
admissidn of two republican states there- 
from. 


The bill for additional judges like tLe 


bill to open the Fort Eice reservation 
was reported adversely for the reason 
that it was the object of the senate to 
accomplish the same result by other leg- 
islation. The senate committt e on terri- 
tories reported a bill now pending in the 
senate to form the state of Dakota from 
that portion of the territory south of the 
46th parallel and form a territorial gov- 
ernment for 
that 
part 
north 
of 


that parallel. Among other provisions the 
bill provides that the present territorial 
officers (including judges) shall be the 
officers-of the new territory of Lincoln. 
It further provides that said judges shall 
be assigned to districts by the governor 
until the meeting of the territorial legis- 
lature. It will be readily seen that the 
proposition to have additional judges is 
wholly inconsistent with the provisions 
of the admission bill. South Dakota, as 
the proposed state, would elect her 
judges, and the four judges now sitting 
would be sufficient for the proposed ter- 
ritoty. It is fair to assume that the 
senate is acting upon the theory that the 
territory is to be divided and that the 
house takes the opposite view. The 
uaanimous report of an important com- 
m'ttee upon a subject of such general 
importance is usually a fair expression 
of the views of the body they represent. 
We therefore predict that the bill for 
additional judges will pass the house 
and be defeated m the senate, and that 
the | admission bill will go through the 
senate fend fail in the house.
